HUNDRED SOVS.—DEFSAT OF THE CHAMPION, 
For a cousiderable period public opinion on the Tyne has been divided as to 
whether Chambers or Cooper carried off the palm at the our. No doubt, on 
&ecount of Chambers’ innumerablo victories, a great majority wera in his 
vour, and we believe a large seciion of his admirers concluded thet he could 
Not be defeated under any circumstances. Cooper's friends have elways 
@ntertained a high opinion of his merits, but being of a class that a large stake 
Was. almost beyond their means, one of the clevcrest oarsmen the world ever 
Produced has beon comparatively little known before he showed u proficiency 
&t the oar, in 1862, at the Thames Regatia, by beating all the crack scullers on 
Metropolitan river. This victory gave his friends a stimulus, aud after o 
considerate manwuvring he was matched to row the considered beat sculler 
on the Thames—George Everson, of Greenwich, the result being such an easy 
y for Copper that nis backers began to calculate the distance he stood 
Pertaining to the Championship; but as Chambers’ lasting powor has 
8% 80 prominently shown, a spin of one mile was decided on as a feeler 
towards attaining the pinnacle of every oarsman’s ambition. Chambers, who 
towed almost one hundred races, and won more than any man ever 
own, would not stand the chafing of ayme of Ceopar’s moat ardent admirers, 
and although the mile is immeasurably short of his distance, and quite in 
Opposition to his backers, he staked the cash for the present match, 
and would have deposited all the essentials himself if one or two of 
his oldest and staunchest supporters had not stood in with hina at the finish. 
only time these notables ever previously met was at the Newcastle 

and Gateshead Regatta in 1860, Cooper receiving one length’s start from 
Chambers, and in the flnal heat Cooper exhibited grat specd, but eventually

THE DRAMATIC COLLEGE FANCY FAIR, 

Ox Saturday last the annual fancy fair, in aid of the Royal Dramatic College, 
was opened at the Orystal Palace, Tho institution in wid of which the actor's 
Jete is given is undoubtedly one of the most dysarviag we Lave in the couutry, 
and it was with no small degree of satisfaction tha: we saw a programme 
issued this year even more stiractive than on forsnor ogcasions, The list of 
nares of professionals lending their services was indeed an admirable one, 
includivg not only metropolitan but pravineial calebrities of the first order of 
merit, thus ensuring goodly suing iu aid of the eharity, ‘The day was unfortn- 
nately very unfavourable, but ueverthelesa the attendance was as good, if mot 
betrer, than we evar remember to have sean {i befora, The interior of the 
Palace was decorated in enadmirable style, sid the whole of the arrangements 
were a8 compiela ay possible ; aud it was quite evident, from the moment of 
entoring the building, that a thoroughly enjusable programuje was befera the 
public. On the merits of the Dramatic Coilege wa bave had frequent eppar- 
tunides of dilating. and last weal we gave w aplend.d engraving of its exterior 
when in » Complete ataia, Wo have before described tho usea to which the 
Collego will be put, and also thease adjancta which have made it conapieuoua, 
but the tale will baar repetition s.

fession, Upon this ground it sesms to us that the college has the strongest 
claim to public sympathy. In these days of philanthropy, when Lord Shaftes- 
bury is busy educating the outcasts of the street, and trying to improve them 
morally and socially, we fail to see how anyone, who even disapproves of the 
theatre, could withhold his approval and support of schools, the object of which 
is not to train children for the stage, but to train them for the business of life 
generally, Actors, as a body, have to exist oa very slender means, and are 
unable to give their children such advantages as they desire, A good school 
attached to the Dramatic College would remove this tinancial difficulty, and for 
& comparatively trifling foundation charge the boys and girls of the actor 
might receive those necessary rudiments which would help them to fight their 
own way in the world in some other calling than the Stage, if they felt go dis- 
posed. Many a poor actor is compelled to thrust his child upon the boards 
becaus he cannot afford to give him a proper education, and cannot afford to 
keep him idle at home. The Dramatic Schools would remove this difficulty ; 
and if in the course of time scholarships could be attached to them, the player's 
boy would receive an encouragement ora help which, at the present moment, 
is extended to every other class of the rising community.

ROBERT CHAMBERS V. ROBERT GILSON For 


XWENTY SOUS. 

Tug sculler race batween these northern oarsmen was brought to o satis- 
factory termination on the Tyne on Monday last. Tho interest mgnifested 
since the ratification of the match has, oa the whole, been very great, and 
certainly some tine has elapsed since a minor tussle attracted such a universal 
mount of attention, Neither man can boast of any remarkable achiey- 
ments at the oar, although Gilson hag on several occasions figured rather con- 
spicnously before the public ; He has contested with tolerable success both in 
acuiler boats and skifta, waud,in our opinion, only requires staminn to make him 
one of themost graceful and determined rowera on the Tyne. Woare in pos- 
session of the principal portion of Gilson's nowble performancea, which, 
although porseasing no important features, may be acceptable to the génorality 
of our readers, His first match of any consequence was with Georges Wake- 
field, in @ akiff race for £40, from the Mausion House to Paradise Quay, 
Gilson being the favourite at2to0.1.. The race proved a splendid one to 
Clasper’s Boat House, when WakeHold took the lead, and eventually won by 
little more than two lengths; time, 15min 40soc. His next ostay was in Robort 
Chambers’ Handicap Souller Race, when he was defeated in» the third ties by 
tT. Simms. The couple started on equal termes, and rowed « first-class race for 
a considerable distance. There were 22 acceptances, Afterwards, In the 
second ties of tho S:.. Lawrence Annual Sculler Race, Gilson was beat by 
Joseph Rebair, of Dent's Hole, winning by three leugths. Next in Robert 
Chambers’ Sculler Boat Handicap, Gilson was again licked by R, Marrs, after 
one of the best contested races in the meeting, Marrs only winning by barely 
four fest, Gilson giving ono length at the atart. Afterwards engaged with John 
Westwarth;.ef Ouse arn, in Vlasper's sculler boats, from the High Level 
Bridge to the Meadows House, for £20, This time Gilson was more fortunate, 
as he managed tu’ win, after & very easy encounter, by nearly four lengths, His 
last match was with Simma, in skiffs, for £5v. The race came off on the Tyne, 
from the High Level to the Scotawood Suspension Bridge, on the 17th Novem- 
ber, 1862; Gilson being the favourite at 5to4. The race was o very excitlog 
one for upwards of a mile, when Gilson, who held the supremacy by more than 
one length, gradually fell to the rear, and after a very eaay piece of contention 
Simms reached the terminus nearly soven lengths inthe van, A full report of 
the race a saree in thia journal. 

Robert é ambers, who, we may state, ia no relation to the Champion, és un- 
qneationably an caramen possessing more endurance then his opponent ; he is 
@ tiiok-set, muscular young man, and may with necessary tuition he heard of 
to advantage. His atyle of rowing, howaver, diifers materially from the Al, 
bat as wome of his faults are merely the result of inexperience, no doubt an 
insight into the philosophy of rowing will aid bim in surmounting these draw- 
backs. Chambers has only engaged in two contests that we are cognisant of. 
The first was iu the St. Lawrence Annual Sculler Handicap, there were twenty- 
ning acceptances, when Ohambers, with flve lengths start, managed to carry off 
first honours, defeating in the final heat Joseph Rtebair (34), and John Hum- 
phrey (6) last, Gilson, his present opponent, aleo rowed for this prize, but, as 
above remarked, was put out in his rst attempt, Tho other was in the 
St, Anthony's Handicap Scuiler Race, when he was beat on equal terma in the 
third heat by P. Barry, . , 

On Monday lust, the day of the race, the weather was of the most auspicious 
description, aud certainly a better occasion could not have been desired. Four 
well-laden steambo ts accompanied the race, while the course was literally 
dotted with more insignificant craft; there was a vest course of spectators 
stationed aloug the complete route, who, in the anxiety of the moment, as 
usual, gave utterance to remarks not st all calculated to afford any great benefit 
to the rowers or themselves. Both‘ bridyes were well packed with eager 
lookers-on, and, as « tolerable view of the race fora third of the distance 
could be obtained from these elovated positions, it will be admitted thera were 
many conjectures as :o the actual state-of the contest. The race, according to 
articles, had to be rowed one hour beforo high-water, and, in aecordance with 
this stipulation, the men prapared for action a few minutes after meridian. 
The preliminary pulls were, as usual, fully commented upon, and, after as little

There was, as usual, alot of dodging, the dolay being 
principally on the part of Chambers, who was apparently in no great hurry to 
&ecide the dispute. Gilson ramonscruted, and a6 12.26 pm, they affected a yary 
preity start, Glson plied his sculls in # skilful and effective manner, and, 
before 50 yds had been contested, ho held the supremacy by nearly four feet. 
Ohambers endenvoured hard to alter his position, but hia oppenent was necas- 
sarily inno mood for such a liberty, and, with commendable gampness, quickly 
increared his advantage to half a length. The partisans of Gilson were, of 
course, in cestacies, although experienced critics required little jadyment to 
notice that his pith, as on former occasions, was well nigh pumped out. 
Opposite the Grindstone Quay Gilson led by fully three-quarters of a length, 
yet, notwithstanding this advantage, 6 to 4 was freely offered on Chambers, 
who, wo may remark, en passant, was pulling with the same atealy 
resolute stroke sa at the start, After contesting about one-third of 
the distance the favourite began to lessen tho gap, and without any 
hindrance gradually overhauled his opponent, who was obviously labouring 
for supremacy uuder the greatest diftculties, Nearing the boat-houge the 
competitors were again on equal terms; they, however, only remained along- 
side of each other for two or three strokes, when Chambers, for the first time 
piloted the course. Tt was now all up with Gilson, who, although he did all a 
monn could to wit, was fairly defewed. At toig juncture his strokes became
